Councilman O’Brien Proposes to 
Punish Those Who Seek 
Death. 


Councilman John J. O’Brien proposes 
to make war on the persons who at- 
tempt suicide and fail. He will intro- 
duce an ordinance in the Municipal As- 
one day next week making at- 

suicide a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine of $50 to $500. 

Mr. O’Brien has become alarmed at 
the number of unsuccessful attempts at 
suicide. He expects, he says, that his 
ordinance, if enacted, will materially 
reduce the number of attempts at self- 
destruction. He does not think it will 
put a premium on success. 

He thinks it will also stop the prac- 
tice of “‘bluff’’ suicides, which has be- 
come rather common. Peevish hus- 
bands, who chew off the corner of a 
fly paper, drop to the floor and have 
conniption fits, and upon reaching the 
hospital refuse to swallow the stomach 
pump and declare that they were only 
“fooling’’ or “‘bluffing,’’ wul be subject 
to the penalties of ~..e new law.

Hintmann, Fed on Mixed Drinks, Though Badly 
Injured, Directs Rescue Work 45 Min- 
utes, and Faints When Saved. 





With the cylinder of a derailed switch- 


ing locomotive weighing down upon his 


hip, his chest crushed. against a sema- 


phore post, and his body twisted under 
the footboard, Fred H. Hintmann, for 
45 minutes Sunday night directed the 
opewations of those working to release 
him and held desperate grip on his con- 
sciousness, though. suffering agony. 

The accident occurred at the foot of 
Madison street on the Terminal tracks, 
at 7:30 p. m.. A switching locomotive 
clattering north at a lively clip, 
tracks just in front of a shantv and 
plewec up the ground for 30 feet be- 
fore it stopped. 

What happened to Hintmann he told 

Post-Dispatch reporter at the. City 
Hospital Monday morning, where he is 
being treated for a broken right leg and 
innumerable bruises. 

- Hintmann’s Story’ of Accident, 

“I was on my way to visit a friend,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘and sat down on the platform 
in front of the switching shanty. I 
heard an engine coming, but paid no 
attention. 

* The first I knew of the accident was 
when [I,received an awful jolt and knew 
that the engine had left its tracks and 
had hit me. I was dragged 30 fot be- 
fore I recovered presence of m‘ri, and 
'when I did I found myself wedged in 
between the cylinder of the engine and 
a& semaphore post. 

My head and shoulders were’upon the 
footboard, my ribs were pressed 
against the post, and the intolerable 
weight of the epgine’s cylinder pressed 
upon my hips. 

“Rescuers were almost immediately 
upon the scene, and rai'way hands be. 
gan to chop at the post. At every blow 








left the |. 


they struck it seemed as if they free- 
tured several of my rivs, and ¥ ordered 
them to step. 

They then tried to split the post so 
as to pull it out of the earth, but thea 
blows jarred me cruelly. 

Use Saw on Post. 

“Finally Fred Cooney ran over frum 
the Mound City Rowing Club with a 
saw, and after several minutes suc:eed- 
ed in cutting the post off near 
ground, relicving the strain on 
chest. 

“Then I told the men, who were al- 
most beside themselves because of my 
pain, to dig the earth from under me 
with the hope of extricating me from 
the pressure of the cylinder. But they 
had to give this up, for as fast as the 
earth was removed the engine settled 
down upon me,

“At 8:15 a wrecking train arrived, 
and the derrick with ease lifted the 
engine off of me onto the tracks. 2 
was Placed in an ambulance and 
fainted. 

“I should not have retained con- 
sciousness so long if my rescuers had 
not kept me supplied with the finest 
assortment of cocktails and other 
mixed drinks you ever tasted.” 

The first to come to Hintmann’s aid 
were Fred Kruckmeyer and George 
Stone, engineer and fireman of the 
derailed engine. Why it happened to 
leave the tracks is not certainly 
known. The fact that the rails at 
that place are covered with a hard- 
ened accumulation of earth may have 
had something to do with it.

BOISE, Idaho, June 24.—A great crowd 
gathered this morning in the room where 
William D. Haywood is on trial to hear 
the opening statement of Clarence Dar- 
row of Chicago. 

The formalities of opening the session 
at an end, Mr. Darrow at once took 
up his place directly in front of the 12 
men in tne jury box and began in the 
slow, mellow drawl characteristic of him 
to state the theory and plan of the de- 
fense to be offered for his client. 

Mr. Darrow reminded the jurors of the 
instruction given them by the Court that 
they are to keep their minds entirely 
open as to the guiit or innocence of the 
accused man until all the evidence from 
both sides has been introduced. 

“You have listened to the theory and 
the evidence of the State,’’ Mr. Darrow 
proceeded. “Mr. Hawley has covered 
a wide ground, and we will have to 
meet him step by step. 

“The State’s Attorneys have told you 
the murder of Gov. Steunenberg was but 
an incident. They have told you the 
Western Federation of Miners was an 
organization to commit murder, to con- 
trol politics, to hire lawyers and other 
criminal things. 


Says Part is True. 
“Part of this is true; part of it is not 


true. It is true there is a labor organi- 
zation known as the Western Federation 
of Miners. It is true the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners has spent money for 
lawyers. It was unfortunate, but most 
people have to employ lawyers at some 
time or another. 

“This organization really was born in 
1892-1893. right down in a cell beneath 
this courtroom, where Ed Boyce, the 
first president, was a prisoner, and 
where now the three men charged with 
this murder are awaiting the judgment 
of this jury. 

“To start out with, they hired lawyers 
and they hired the best they could. 
They hired Mr. Hawley, now the lead- 
lug counsel! for the State. 

Miners Hired Hawley. 

Mr. Hawley laid out the plan of 
their organization for them: he advised 
them: he was the god-fatner of the 
Western Federation of Miners. and the 
men who formed the organization 
thought it was innocent undertaking. 
Mr. Hawley was their first attorney 
and continued as their attorney for a 
long time. If there was anything crim- 
inal in their appropriating money for a 
awyer the miners did not know it. 

The first witness for the defense 
in the Haywood trial will be Mrs. M. J. 
King of Cripple Creek, who will testify 
that Orchard met K. C. Sterling, chief 
detective of the Mine Owners’ Associa- 
tion, In her home at least six times af- 
ter the date Orchard said his connection 
with detectives ceased. Other witnesses 
will follow Mrs. King on the same lines. 

EK. L. MeParland, a brother of the 
detective who worked up the evidence 
against the defendant, will take the 
stand for the defense. He is a shoe- 
maker in Cripple Creek and was deport- 
ed along with union miners because of 
his sympathy with the strikers. He is 
particularly bitter against his brother 
and the mine owners, and will tell of 
the alleged outrages committed by the 
military authorities during the strike. 

The defense expects to put about forty 
witnesses on the stand and each will 
discredit the story told by Orchard.

Sheriff Jonn Scott, who is to hang 
the trio, is sick today, but his physi- 
cian says he thinks he will be well 
enough to perform his duty Thursday.

Cadets Shoot Blank Cartridges 
and Black Opposing Gen- 
eral’s Face. 





One hundred and sixty St. Louis Sun- 
day school boys, members of the Boys’ 
Brigade, repelled a night attack made 
by young farmers on their camp near 
Black Jack, St. Louis County, drove

The boys went into camp a week ago 
on the farm of John Ruegg, a half mile 
from the town. They represent the Sun- 
day schools of seven St. Louls churches, 
Grace and sa.ings Highway Presbyter- 
ian, Hamilton Avenue Christian, Maple 
Avenue Reformed and Fountain Park, 
Hyde Park and Compton Hill. Congre- 
gational. 

All Cadets Had Rifles. 
The members of the companies are be- 
tween 13 and 17 years of age.

Vhere had been no order to “fix bayo- 
rets,”’ but those whose bayonets had 
been fixed had not had time to remove 
them. The attacking party saw the 
gleaming points, and without any order 
of “retreat,’’ commenced to fall back. 
Captured Three Prisoners, 
The boys, now all in Hne, udvanced, 
fired and fell to the rear in regular 
order.

ROADS AND ALL 
PRODUCERS IN ROM 


Carnegie Demands an Advance of 
$5 a Ton and Competition 
Is Threatened. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., June 2%4.—A serious 
rupture between the railroads and the 
producers of steel raitis is threatened. 
It became known here today that the 
Carnegie Steel Co. has refused to make 
the Cassatt steel rail unless the price 
per ton is advanced $. The Pennsy!- 
vania Railroad has refused point blank 
to agree to this increase and threatens 
to make its own steel! rails. 

The Cassatt rail is the invention of 
the late A. J. Cassatt, president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. Since his death 
the railroad turned over to the Car- 
negie Steel Co. the drawings of the new 
rail and also have stood the expense of 
the manufacture and tests of the new 
rail. 

For several weeks these tests have 
been going on secretly, but a couple of 
days ago the tests were brought to a 
sudden end. At that time the Car- 
negie Steel Co. notified the railroad that 


the new rail would cost $33 a ton for the 
next year’s deliveries. The price of the 
standard rail now in use is $28 a ton. 

The railroad officials lost no time in 
replying to the demands of the steel 
company. They issued an ultimatum to 
the effect that the cost of manufacture 
of the Cassatt rail would not be one cent 
more per ton than the making of the 
present rail, provided the latter is hon- 
estly made. 

The railroad added the threat that un- 
less the Carnegie company can deliver 
the new rail at $28 a ton the work will 
be offered to other concerns.

TUBERCULOSIS VICTIMS 
MUST STAY OUT OF TEXAS 


Health Officer Says He Will Place 
Rigid Quarantine Against 


the Disease.

AUSTIN, Tex., June 24.—All persons 
suffering from tuberculosis in an ad- 
vanced state are to be debarred from 
entering Texas. 

Dr. W. H. Brumby, State health of- 
ficer, said last night that within a few 
days he would issue a proclamation es- 
tablishing a rigid quarantine against all 
persons afflicted with the disease in an 
acute degree. In doing this he places 
tuberculosis in the same category with 
yellow fever and smallpox. 

Dr. Brumby has just returned from a 
trip of investigation to points in South- 
west Texas, where he says he found

DIED BEFORE MIRROR 





Looked at His Reflection to

Julius Grass, aged 48, of 4032 South 
Broadway, ended a six months’ period 
of despondency resulting from the re- 
vocation of his saloon license last De- 
cember by shooting himself itn the 
mouth at 7 a. m. Monday. The bullet 
ranged upward, passed through the 
brain and caused instant death. 

Grass has been threatening as many 
as 15 times a day to commit suicide 
ever since he lost his galoon license 
because he sold liquor to minors. While 
his wife was in the grocery store un- 
der their living apartments Monday he 
posed himself in a rocking chair be- 
fore a mirror, having placed a brick 
under one rocker to steady it. He put 
the muzzle of the revolver in his mouth, 
pointing the weapon upward and pulled 
the thigger. 

Hearing the shot, Mrs. Grass ran up

TRIAL, PLEADING 
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DARROW TELLS 
URY HAYWOOD 
18 NOT GUILT 
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Chief Counsel 
Miner Outlines Plan of 
Defense. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

BOISE, Idaho, June 24.—A great crowd 
gathered this morning in the room where 
William D. Haywood is on trial to hear 
the opening statement of Clarence: Dar- 
row of Chicago. 

The formalities of opening the session 
at an end, Mr. Darrow at once took 
up his place directly in front of the 12 
men in tne jury box and began in the 
slow, mellow drawl characteristic of him 
to state the theory and plan of the de- 
fense to be offered for his client. 

Mr. Darrow reminded the jurors of the 
instruction given them by the Court that 
they are to keep their minds entirely 
open as to the gulit or innocence of the 
accused man until all the evidence from 
both sides has been introduced. 

“You hatve listened to the theory and 
the evidence of the State,’’ Mr. Darrow 
proceeded. ‘‘Mr. Hawley has covered 
a wide ground, and we will have to 
meet him step by step. 

“The State’s Attorneys have told you 
the murder of Gov. Steunenberg was but 
an incident. They have told you the 
Western Federation of Miners was an 
organization to commit murder, to con- 
trol politics, to hire lawyers and other 
criminal things. 


Says Part is True. 
“Part of this fs true; part of it is not 


true. It is true there is a labor organi- 
zation known as the Western Federation 
of Miners. It is true the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners has spent money for 
lawyers. It was unfortunate, but most 
people have to employ lawyers at some 
time or another. 

“This organization really was born in 
1892-1898, right down in a cell beneath 
this courtroom, where Ed Boyce, the 
first president, was a prisoner, and 
where now the three men charged with 
this murder are awaiting the iudgment 
of this jury. 

“To start out with, they hired lawyers 
and they hired the best they could. 
They hired Mr. Hawley, now the lead- 
lug counsei for the State. 

Miners Hired Hawley. 

Mr. Hawley laid out the plan of 
their organization for them: he advised 
them: he was the god-fatner of the 
Western Federation of Miners. and the 
men who formed the organization 
thought it was innocent undertaking. 
Mr. Hawley was their first attorney 
and continued as their attorney for a 
long time. If there was anything crim- 
inal in their appropriating money for a 
“awyer the miners did not know it. 

The first witness for the defense 
in the Haywood trial will be Mrs. M. J. 
King of Cripple Creek, who will testify 
that Orchard met K. C. Sterling, chief 
detective of the Mine Owners’ Associa- 


tion, in her home at least six times af- 
ter the date Orchard said his connection 
with detectives ceased. Other witnesses 
will follow Mrs. King on the same lines. 
E. L. McParland, a brother of the 
detective who worked up the evidence 
against the defendant, will take the 
stand for the defense. He is a shoe- 
maker in Cripple Creek and was deport- 
ed along with union miners because of 
his sympathy with the strikers. He is 
particularily bitter against his brother 
and the mine owners, and will tell of 
the alleged outrages committed by the 
military authorities during the strike.

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ROADS AND RAIL 


PRODUCERS IN ROW 


Carnegie Demands an Advance of 
$5 a Ton and Competition 
Is Threatened. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., June %—A serious 
rupture between the railroads and the 
producers of steel ralis is threatened. 
It became known here today that the 
Carnegie Steel Co. has refused to make 
the Cassatt steel rail unless the price 
per ton is advanced $. The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad has refused point blank 
to agree to this increase and threatens 
to make its own steel! rails. 

The Cassatt rail is the invention of 
the late A. J. Cassatt, president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. Since his death 
the railroad turned over to the Car- 
negie Steel Co. the drawings of the new 
rail and also have stood the expense of 
the manufacture and tests of the new 
rail. 

For several weeks these tests have 
been going on secretly, but a couple of 
days ago the tests were brought to a 
sudden end. At that time the Car- 
negie Steel Co. notified the railroad that 


the new rail would cost $33 a ton for the 
next year’s deliveries. The price of the 
standard rail now in use is $28 a ton. 

The railroad officials lost no time in 
replying to the demands of the steel 
company. They issued an ultimatum to 
the effect that the cost of manufacture 
of the Cassatt rail would not be one cent 
more per ton than the making of the 
present rail, provided the latter is hon- 
estly made. 

The railroad added the threat that un- 
less the Carnegie company can deliver 
the new rail at $28 a ton the work will 
be offered to other concerns.

TUBERCULOSIS VICTIMS 
MUST STAY OUT OF TEXAS 


Health Officer Says He Will Place 
Rigid Quarantine Against

AUSTIN, Tex., June 24.—All persons 
suffering from tuberculosis in an ad- 
vanced state are to be debarred from 
entering Texas. 

Dr. W. H. Brumby, State health of- 
ficer, said last night that within a few 
days he would issue a proclamation es- 
tablishing a rigid quarantine against all 
persons afflicted with the disease in an 
acute degree. In doing this he places 
tuberculosis in the same category with 
yellow fever and smallpox. 

Dr. Brumby has just returned from a 
trip of investigation to points in South- 
west Texas, where he says he found 
many health seekers who had just en- 
tered the State suffering from tubercu-

WASHINGTON, June 24.—President 
Roosevelt by appointing Pearl Wight of 
New Orleans Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, has completed a most remark- 


able bargain. It is excellent for the 


President in a political sense and lucra- 
tive for Wight in a business way. 


Through, the combination as arranged, 
President Roosevelt expects to control 
the delegations from Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi to the next Republican National 
Convention. Wight’s friends and busi- 
ness associates stand to receive remu- 
nerative contracts for Isthmian Canal 
and other Government supplies. In ad- 
dition, these will have a powerful friend 
at court to look after their interests. 

Wight could have assumed Office in 
April, but did not. He said he could 
not arrange his business affairs so as 
to take office before December. The 
President obligingly appointed John G. 
Capers of South Carolina to serve the six 
or eight months. No other President has 
ever done anything like that. 

Republican primaries will be held in 
January, the month after Wight wants 
to assume office. During the month be- 
tween Wight’s assumption of office and 
the holding of the primaries every one 
of the thousand or more Federal office- 
holders in the Internal Revenue District 
of New Orleans will be on the anxious 
seat, wondering Whether the incoming 
of Wight will be good or ill for them. 

Work of Job-Saving. 

When office-holders are wondering 
what is going to happen, will it be nat- 
ural or unnatural for them to use every 
effort to ascertain wiiat they must do 
te be saved? While they are so won- 
dering, will it be the hardest thing in 
the world to ascertain what Wight 
would have them do? 

The benighted political workers of the 
ancient regime assume that it will not. 
They also assume that during that 
month Wight will do nothing in the way 
of removals and appointments. Those 
in office will be workimg for him, and 
those to whom the wink may be tipped 
that if they produce results in desig- 
nated districts -there -will be appoint- 
ments to hand out, may also be ex- 
pected to be perspiringly busy. 

Pearl Wight and F. P&P. ‘Williams, 
closely allied in a biisiness way, are the 
head of the lily white organization.

After tiat, 
Fresident Roosevelt picked them up and 
made them his referees in Louisiana.

Transit Company Donates Twenty 
“Houses” and Colony Is 
Established. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
NEW YORK, June i  24.—Discarded 
street cars given by the New York Cit” 
Railway Co. are being used to con- 
struct a summer hotelk for working girls 

within 10 miles of New York City. 

About twenty cars have been trans- 
ported to the chosen spot and volunteer 
workmen from the ranks of East Side 
settlement workers are putting them in 
shape for occupancy. 

Undertaken by two or three young 
women who have for years. been iden- 
tifled with the settlement work, the new 
plan is well under way and within two 
weeks it is expected there will be a fair 
sized colony of car dwellers. 

Only 20 cars will be used this season. 
They will be divided into’ suits of two 
cars to each apartment, one for sleep- 
ing and one for use as a sitting room.

It is expected that the undertaking 
will become self-sustaining. Girls will 
pay whatever they can afford, $1 or $3 
a week, and each girl will be permitted 
to occupy one of the little suits for two 
weeks.

Only a fortnight be- 
fore h*: death he expressed a desire 
10 See ~zother baseball game before he 
cied, a desire which it was impossible 
to grant. One fact is impressed by 
the death of Sutton which has a bear- 
ing on the old argument whether there 
are more stars today than a quarter 
of a century ago. That is the infre- 
quency with which the death of a star 
Player of 2 years ago is chronicled 
compared to what will happen when 
the present active generation of base- 
ball piayers near the tlree-score yea 
mark. While the veterans of 235 years 
ago who left their mark on the garic:e 
and in the memories of the fans drop 
off now and then and recall the days 
of their prowess’ infrequently, there 
will come a time when today’s ball- 
players will be called to account for 
their earthly deeds. Then there wil!

A Discussion of a Matrimonial Problem Presented Today, by 
a Post-Dispatch Writer.

FTER 24 hours of wed- 
A ded bliss, a woman 
who won her hus- 
hand_by answering a mat- 
rimonial advertisement de- 
cided that she preferred the 
$°5-a-week job she had giv- 
en up to marry him and 
went back to it, leaving the 
surpmsed husband to bring 
suit to have the marriage 
annulled. “Only the other 
day Prof: Henry S. Pritch- 
eit declared that women are 
showing an increasing tendency to pre- 
fer a good job to an indifferent hus- 
band. And this latest instafce of fem- 
inine fastidiousness seems to bear him 
out. 

Though there is an increasing ten- 
dency among elderly persons to discuss 
the relative merits and results of the 
“uropean marriage of convenience and 
the American marriage of feeling, the 
whole tendency of our times is to make 
mutual love more and more the only 
sane motive for matrimony. And the 
self-supporting wonian is entirely re- 
sponsible for this justification of ro- 
mance by economics. For, aS a business 
proposition it is mot tenable that a 
woman should give up, say $25 a week 
of her own, to marry @ man making 
about *the same or even a larger salary 
out of which she would certain'y not 
have $25 weekly to dispose of as her 
own.

in brilliancy appea' to her. 
The marriages of successful 
business or professional 
women are nearly all love 
matches. 

Women have always been 
sentimental. But formerly, 
when marriage was the on- 
ly recognized and respected 
means of livelipood, won:en 
very often sacrificed their 

personal feelings to establish them- 
selves or their families by am ad- 
vantageous union. And they did 80 
with the noblest though most mistaken 
notions of self-sacrifice. Now, however, 
when a woman has equal chances of 
wuge-earning with man, the on'y motive 
for mercenary marriages is simple lazi- 
ress and lack of self-mespect. The trials 
of a loveless marmiage are far greater to 
& Woman than those the most arduous 
profession involves, and wonen sre 
more and more realizing that matrimo- 
ny for a home they could create by 
their own efforts is not only an error 
of taste but of judgment. 


The wife who went back to her $5 
week job is right. She should never nave 
left it. And any women making a good 
salary whe contemplates ynarriage for 
any other reason than pecause she 
earnestly and sincerely loves had far 
better stick to her independence and 
leave matrimony alone.

ICK HUNTER of Laurens 

D County was the slave of his 

wife and finished paying for his 

own freedom long after his whole race 

had been set free, says the Charleston 
News and Courier. 

The facts in the life of ‘‘old Dick,”’’ 
who died in Laurens about five years 
ago, have heretofore been published, 
but on account of the interest in the 
discussion of negroes as slave owners, 
will bear brief repetition. 

Dick was the slave of James Hunter, 
known in Laurens in the late forties or 
early fifties of the last century as 
“Blind Jimmie Hunter.’’ The master 
entered into an arrangement with the 
slave boy,.an intelligent youth, by which 
the latter was permitted to work for 
others for wages and reserve a part of 
his earnings, the latter to be applied to 
the purchase of his freedom, $1100 being 
the price stipulated. Dick married a 
free woman of color and hag paid $600 
of his purchase money to his blind mas- 
ter when the latter died intestate and 
leaving no record of his private ar- 
rangement with the slave boy. There- 
upon Dick was sold as one of the prop- 
erties of his estate and bought by a 
bachelor named Nugent. 

Meantime, Dick’s wife had died and he 
had married another free woman of 
color. ; 

This woman then purchased her hus- 
band from Nugent, agreeing to pay for 
him on the installment plan. During 
four or five years the installments were 
paid amounting to several Ahundred dol- 
lars. The war between the states broke 
out and in a little while Nugent died. 
His estate was claimed by relatives 
who lived in' the West, and contracts 
between master and slave for the manu- 
mission of the latter were at that time 
frowned upon by the law. Dick was put 
upon the block and sold for the second 
time and brought $1500. The purchaser 


| Was again his wife, and she was enabled 


to make the purchase through the gen- 
erosity and compassion of a white neigh- 
bor, Clark Templeton, who indorsed her 
note or in some way provided the mon- 
ey. When the war was ended, this 
debt was still due to Templeton's 
estate and Dick did not repudiate it, 
though doubtless, under the law, he 
might have done so. On the other han} 


, lie continued to work and save and in 


the course of six, or possibly ten, years 
after. the emancipation paid the 
dollar. with interest. 

Dick died on the little farm which he 
had purchased years before and on which

There are some who are derelict, 
no doubt, but for one who is unduly frivolous and fashionable, and neglectful 
of her responsibilities, there are ten who manage somehow to accomplish the 
work of two persons, either as maid of all work, in addition to that of wife and 
mother; ‘‘cook, nurse, seamstress, housekeeper and general factotum, all rolled 
into one,” or by outside labor, in addition to domestic responsibilities faithfully 
discharged. 

The truth is that when a woman truly loves a man she does her best to do 
and to be whatever she imagines he desires of her. It is greatly to be doubted 
whether men, with the possible exception of a few sensible souls, have much 
real admiration for domestic women. The average man fluently will extp] the 


self to sugar or catsup, as the case may be. Most men are quite willing that 
their wives should shine in the kitchen to the physical well-being of the fam- 
ily; they insist that they shall shine in the parlor, and resent it deeply if, as 
sometimes, more rarely than they deserve, the wife is incapable of simultane- 
ous brilliancy in both roles. The arevage man takes it as a personal injury 
when his wife’s hands are reddened and roughened by housework, and is ag- 
grieved when the money which he allows her is inadequate for a wardrobe 
which will compare favorably with those of the wives of his wealthier friends. 

Undentiably the poor man is to be pitied, for he suffers much. It is not a 
pleasant fate to possess the tastes of a prince and the purse of a pauper, to 
long for the best of everything, yet not to have the wherewithal to pay for it. 
No wonder that it is sometimes asked by heart-sick and discouraged women 
what motive is presented to women of the present- day to induce them to he 
good wives and mothers, bevond their own natural affection and sense of duty. 
For, indeed, it occasionally seems that the more exemplary a woman is the ‘ess 
compensation and acknowledgment she receives, while heartlessness and ex- 
travagance obtain their own terms, and if accompanied by beauty and personal 
charm are not only excused but applauded. 

If it is true, as frequently is stated, that the women of the present day show 
an increasing desire to escape the trouble of housekeeping and the cares of 
motherhood, a craving for wealth, with the luxuries which it provides, much of 
that tendency is due to this attitude upon the part of the men. 

Men never will know what the home can be and should be until they make 
the woman responsible for it; until they cease to treat her either as a pet 
and plaything or as a household drudge to be ordered, and regard her as a 
helpmeet, a rational human being, with a natural and most important work 
to perform, and great willingness to doit well, if she only is helped, and en- 
couraged, and given the means to do it with. Comparatively few men under- 
stand what the influence is which a good woman’s presence diffuses around a 
dwelling or appreciate the nameless little tasks which go to make up the at- 
mosphere of the home. #4

“known. An investigation will be under- 
taken to discover, if possible, whether 
the charge of murder is to be added to 
the alleged violation on the health Jaws. 

The latest sensational development in 
the crusade against private hospitals 
in Chicago came as the result of a po- 
lic» investigation cf a story told by a 
girl that she had been held a captive in 
the place and made an unwilling party 
toa plot to black-mail a wealthy man 
who had wronged her. The girl with- 
held the name of the man until starved 
into submission. 

Janitor Finds Bodies. 

The latest charge against the woman 
whose institution is under investigation 
by Judge Chetlain was made by Joseph 
Grinberg, a former janitor at the hos- 
pital. In an affidavit laid before the 
police, he declares that on five different 
occasions he found the charred body of 
an infant in the stove. In all cases the 
_ babies were born on*the premises. 

Even were the infants dead, this dis- 
position of the bodies is irregular un- 
der the statute that requires all deaths 
to be reported to the Health Depart- 
ment, and that burial permits be ob- 
tained. The violation of the statute con- 
elitutes a criminal offense. 

Grinberg does not speak English and 
his affidavit was made through an in- 
terpreter. He named five different dates 
prior to last January on which he dis- 
covered the body of an infant in the 
stove. He never saw one put into the 
fire, this being done when he was away. 
But on retur-ing and attending to the 
Stove he would discover the charred 
remnant of a body and take it out. 

Policeman Takes Infant. 

On one occasion, the janitor says,

the infants were alive when placed in 
the stove, but said he believed they were 
dead,”’ said Lieut.

Dora Pollack a prisoner in the institu- 
tion for several months under cruel con- 
ditions.

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ihe man. The last we see of Iris, you 
remember, is her hopeless and passion- 
worn face as she turns for just a flash 
fof time at the closing of the door—and 
then Maldonado goes mad and begins 
S¢nashing the bric-a-brac and furniture 
and the last curtain falls. 

It’s a perfectly dreadful story, this cf 
Pinero’s, as all of us know, and the 


author’s dreaming—played with an al- 
most cruel fidelity to its original type 
in the London half-world. Last night 
Miss Harned was in as good form as I 
remember ever to have seen her, and it 
struck me that her wonderful voice— 
wongerful alike for volume as well as 
for emotional expression—was at its 
best. The emotional range demanded by 
the role undertaken for the opening of 
her Suburban e gagement is almost ter- 
rifyingly wide, but {ft was met with a 
psteady and sure ability that marked the 
performance as one far above the aver- 
age. Especially did the star bring out 
with finely contrasted lifelikeness the two 
truths of Iris’ story which most effec- 
tively portrayed her soul—her great love 
for Trenwith, which yet was not potent 
enough to save her, and that stronger 
love for’ the ‘sensuous which made her 
betray Trenwith. Pinero’s whole play is 
built up on this foundation and Miss 
Harned makes plain to a shuddering 
audience how strong a foundation it is. 
Her Iris is as memorable for its mingled 
allurement and repulsiveness as if the 
living woman herself had been encoun- 
tered and her story followed to its close 
in real life. 

Maldonado in a Feverish Key. 
Mr. Courtenay’s Maldonado was, as I 
have already indicated, a most telling 
characterization. It was played in a 
perilously high key, the slightest lapse 
from which would have been disastrous 
in destroying its feverish effectiveness, 
but Miss Harned’s young leading man 
proved himself strong enough to ven- 
ture and overcome this peril and his ini- 
tial hit was proportionate to such an 
achievement. The final frenzy of Mal- 
donado at the very close of the play, 
constituting Mr. Courtenay’s: greatest 
danger of the whole evening, was ad- 
mirably picture—a very ,swhirlwind of 
foiled passion, jealousy, remorse and 
self-scorn. 

The Laurence Trenwith of Mr. A. H 
Van Buren was the best bit of work I 
have seen this player do during his pres- 
ent engagement. Walter Gilbert was 
disappointing as Croker Harrington, 
failing, somehow, to meet the genfle re- 
quirements of that role in the line of 
mingled humor and pathos. Harry Fen- 
wick as Archibald Kane, Miss Ida Adair 
as Fanny Sylvain and Miss’ Florence 
Iisher in the very prettily played in- 
genue role of Aurea, were especially 
notable for good work in support. The 
play’s scenic production was. excellen:. 


“Isle of Champagne” at Delmar. 

The bill that opened its week at Del- 
mar last night is.‘ ihe Isle of Cham- 
pagne,’’ a typical comic opera of a doz- 
en years ago. It was one of the first 
‘isle’ productions and the authors, 
Ifuis Harrison and Charles A. Byrne, 
followed the beaten path with fidelity. 
The humorous situations are successful 
because they are of the expected variety 
as a rule. It therefore offers no strain 
on the mental endowments of the aud- 
ience, which is a_ desirable character- 
istic for hot weather. 

John E. Young as King Pommery the 
Second has a makeup that lets him look 
more like the man his friends know 
than he did last week. As the pauper 
ruler of an island where water is un- 
known and where champagne is the sole 
beverage, he is droll and unctuous. He 
gets many laughs in his lines with Will- 
iam Herman West, who plays Appoli- 
naris Frappe, his prime minister, who 
consults the new constitution at fre- 
quent intervals in order to prevent the 
king from doing what he has set his 
heart on. 

Miss Josie Intropidi as Abigail Peck, 
the New England spinster, who was 
shipwrecked on the Isle of Champagne 
and beaame the King’s bride within a 
few hours, wore a plaid gown that was 
as eloquent as a steam calliope and she 
was delightfully coy and kittenish in a 
mature way. Her face, however, was 
not quite as homely as the lines of the 
book suggest. 

Miss Blanche Deyo was Diana. She 
would have been just as winsome with 
any other name, though she might not 
have had the chance to wear the fetch- 
ing hunting costume and gracefully use 
a bow in the archery song. And then 
this soubrette showed her versatility by 
doing a ry Rok in the cunningest lit- 
tle ballet cOstume that has been seet 
on the Delmar stage in many a day. 

Harry Burgess and William Seymour 
formed the King’s army. A matter of 
three feet’s difference in their height 
aided their excellent comedy work. 

The best musical number in ‘The Isle 
of Champagne” is “The Dream of Life 
Forever Rife’’ done in the first act by 
Caecilia Rhoda and Frank Rushworth.
